FOLISR WORKERS RISE UP AGAINST SOVIET COMMUNIST OPPRESSION

On 23 June 1956, the workers in the Polish industrial city of POZNAN rose 
and called for FREEDOM and BREAD. The Communist authorities refused to listen 
to the workers' complaints whereupon the workers united and broke into the 
Poznan arsenal where they seised weapons. The regular army troops refused to 
fire on the people and only Soviet led Security troops fought against the 
workers.

Only a few weeks previously at the 20th Soviet Communist Congress, Krushchev 
had denounced Stalin for his crude trick of killing thousands of innocent 
Russians and Communist Party leaders by falsely accusing them of being American 
spies. Later this charge of American interference was made even more ridiculous 
when CCHAB, the Polish Communist Party Secretary, admitted that the Polish workers 
had just grievances. In addition promises of better working conditions and re- 
muneration were made to the Folish workers.
